Dear Henry: 

With respect to the coins and currency submitted to us 
for examination, we give you the following thoughts. 

The fractional currency consisting of 10 pieces has no 
rarities in it and would have a retail value from approximately 
$2.00 to $10.00 each. One item in the group is a specimen back 
made for a paste-up by the government. 

There are six gold souvenir coins. The two vdiich are 
holed have no value other than gold value as jev;elry. The 1859 $^ 
octagonal with eight stars is Lee 12. The 1872 $^ octagonal with 
13 stars is Lee 40A. The 1905 $% and 1905 $% are souvenirs of the 
Lewis and Clark Exposition of 1905. These gold souvenir coins 
approximate $25.00 each in value. 

There are tv;o 1877 United States Cents; one is strong 
uncirculated condition which would sell in excess of $500.00 and 
one in almost uncirculated condition which would sell in excess of 
$250.00. There is an 1882 defective cent which would have a value 
of about $15.00, and an 1863 bronze cent which should sell in excess 
of $250.00.

Dear Henry: Re: Campe Estate 

As I told you, I believe the coins will bring more than 
their appraisal in today's enthusiastic market, but if there Is 
any concern about them being sold at private sale rather than the 
auction market, then I will help you in the auction route if you 
wish. 


In many coin auctions today the consignor supports the 
items by specifying a minimim which is not disclosed and getting 
a waiver of commission if he buys the item in. This is unethical 
in our view. When an item is unprotected it may go well or it may 
be bought in too reasonably. There are also other problems such as 
how the item is described because the description of its condition 
would determine what it mij^ht bring. The paper money would probably 
be grouped into one lot and would not do well at auction. Most 
items sold at auction today go to dealers and the dealers expect 
markups on the items they handle. That is why a private sale may be 
better when you are working against 20% commission. 

The decision is yours.
